Chester Burke To 
Take Farm Census 


The appointment of Chester 
Burke of Frederic as enumerator 
for the Federal Agriculture Cen- 
sus was announced here today by 
Robert N. Long of Saginaw, dis- 
trict supervisor. Mr. Burke has 
been assigned to the entire coun- 
ty and it is expected that within 
the next month that he will call 
upon every farm operator, obtain- 
ing information relative to 1934 
crops and to the livestock owned 
by the operator as of January Ist, 
1985. 

“This census,” Mr. Long point- 
ed out, “should in no way be con- 
fused with any other census be- 
ing taken in Crawford county. 
Tre agriculture census ig not an 
emergency measure but is tlie 
regular census that has been tak- 
en every, five years since 1840. 
The inforraation obtained through 
thie census is used by the federal 
government in planning activities 
upon the-behalf of the people -of 
the rural communities of the 
United States.

_@bout their individual allotment 
of potatoes atcording ‘to the pro- 
posed Warren Potato Att. It is 
still too early to make any state- 
ments relative to the growers al- 
lotment, but the following ques- 
tions which have been agked may 
give the grower some idea of what, 
to expect if the Warren Potato 
Act is passed. The answers of 
these questions are taken from a 
copy of the bill as introduced in 
Congress on February 21. am 
not guaranteeing a single one o 
the answers to be correct, as 
they are my interpretations of 
the provisions of the bill; some- 
one else may think that the 
answers shcu . be different. 

Q: How is the base allotment 
for Michigan to be determined? 

A: Fhe allotment for Michigan 
will be determined by multiplying 
the annual average acreage for 
the three highest years between 
127 and 1933, inclusive, by the 
average yield for the three high- 
est years for the same period, 
Accordingly the acreages of 1927, 
1928 and 1933 will be used to de- 
termine the average yield per 
acre. The base for Michigan will 
be 28,920,180 bushels according to 
this method. 

Q: Are the years used to de- 
termine the growers base the 
same for the state? 

A: No. Two or more years be- 
tween 1929 and 1933, inclusive, 
will be used. 

Q: Can each grower choose the

The disease is characterized by 


a mild fever at the time of erup- 


tion. ‘Small red pimples make 


their appearance over the fore- 


head and body. These scon become 


vesicles and if infected form pus. 


The entire eruption usually is 
“gil out” in three days. If the 
lesions become infected they fre- 


quently leave disfiguring scars. 


For this reason it is important 
that children be kept from 
scratching the eruptions, especial- 
ly that which oceurs on the face. 

The incubation period is usual- 
ly in the neighborhood of 17 days 


from the time of exposure. The 


regulations of the Michigan De- 
partment of Health require that 
all cases be reported, that the 
house: be placarded with a warn- 
ing sign and: children of the same 
household who have not had the 
disease be exeluded from ‘school 
and isolated from the 12th to the 
21st day following exposure. 
Those children‘ of the family who 
have unquestionably had the 
disease may go to school as usual. 
The patient may be released from 
isolation when the skin is wun- 
broken and the scabs have dis- 
appeared. 

The health department solicits 
the cooperation of all parents and 
citizens in the reporting of any 
cages or suspected cases of chick- 
enpox so that measures can be 
taken to stamp out the disease as 
soon as possible.
